heavy fighting in a

Fovereuil (two miles south of Morry) 
also was strongly held.

guns.

At all

Mericourt (southeast of Bray). 
The 
concentration of G ermans in the past j 
week's fighting has apparently reveal-' 
cd that the Germans 
dislike

fighting. 
Otherwise it is hard to ac­ 
count for the rem arkable rush of the 
Yorkshires, Lincolnshires and 
other 
English troops through the Ancre riv­ 
er Friday night, thence across Thlep-

T he above figures show that our sheriff cost $4509 
more during tile last year than Riverside county’s sher­ 
iff, who has nine tim es the area 
to 
cover, 
including 
mountain aud desert country with the class of people 
found therein, and despite our fine boulevards; that our 
sheriff cost $2100 more than Humboldt county’s sheriff, 
who lias Ave tim es the area to cover and a rough class 
of lumberjacks to handle. 
T he figures show Ina', while 
Humboldt county reduced expenses $2000 
during 
the 
last year, and Riverside at least held even, our sheritf 
Increased his exp en ses more than $1500. 
Imagine what 
the above figures would mean in a full four year term. 
The sheriff has allow ed his deputy hire to increase 
m ore than $2000 in the last year. 
It jumped from $3720 
to $5772.52. Imagine the figures for tile next four years. 
The sheriff has allowed his auto hire, m ileage and 
livery to jump $745 in the last year in spite*of the fact 
that he has been equipped by the county with several 
m achines, including one bought last year which should 
have decreased his auto hire, instead of letting it in­ 
crease.

“This w ar is going to be won, and 
when it is won hell will be frozen over 
and lli«> kaiser will be u n d e rn e a th 'the• 
iee and at the bottom of hell,” de­ 
clared Private Dwight Howard Robin­ 
son, in a stirring patriotic address 
and farewell to the boys who left 
Santa Ana this afternoon for Camp

Robinson was the prire t/al 
speaker at the luncheon a t E lk’s hall 
at noon and he aroused the enthusi­ 
asm of those present by the forceful 
m anner in which he drove home his 
points, and the strong comparisons 
he made. 
He touched on pro-German propa 
ganda and the support of home people 
in backing the boys in the trenches. 
He declared that those who give u t­ 
terance or repeat German propaganda 
ought to be made the subjects of 
“bees” with a long rope and a tree 
limb as the center of the “bee.” 
He 
said that the boys are leaving their 
homes to tight for those who stay at 
home, and the latter should tolerate 
nothing that tends to break down the 
morale of the home people.

who peddled “peace ta lk ’’ he consid­ 
ered a traitor. 
He anticipated the 
time when the soldiers returning from

Now, the county engineer had the 
handling and construction of the Fifth

bridge 
under force 
account 
after the contractor threw up the Job, 
which engineer would you have selected 
for handling this work, 
Mr. Moore? 
No doubt the county engineer prose­ 
cuted this work in the most economi­ 
cal m anner possible. 
Is it any won­ 
der that the contractor, having bid 
too low, jumped the Job and skipped 
the county? 
The bonding company 
tried every way possible to get re­ 
leased and then had to stand the $4000 
forfeit. I don’t know where Mr. Moore 
obtained his figures. The contractor's 
bid was $18,350: 
The cost of con­ 
struction was $29,935.28 under super­ 
vision and management of the county 
engineer. 
Receipts from the bond­ 
ing company were $4000. 
Subtract 
$4000 from $29,935.28 and you have 
the actual cost of the bridge to the 
county. 
Subtract $18,350 from $25,- 
935.28 and you rave $77585.28, or the 
difference between the contractor’s 
bid and the cost of the bridge to the 
county. 
The supervisors were more 
than desirous that the contractor stay 
on the job and donate this amount to 
the county. 
Every possible means

'‘Strange indeed would it be if, voting together, 
those who demand that M ooney be pardoned and 
those who demand that he be hanged: should defeat 
the Governor because he refuses to do anything but 
his full duty, as he sees it. in the Mooney ease." 
Thus wrote former Governor George C. Par­ 
dee in closing a statement for publication concern­ 
ing Governor Stephens' refusal to take action in the 
Mooney case on the eve of a pending election. 
Former Governor George C. Pardee, with first­ 
hand knowledge of the duties and difficulties which 
the Governor of California has to meet, says: 
"I believe that in the Mooney case Governor 
Stq>hens has done what every upright Governor 
would do. 
It is unfortunate, almost a crime, that 
the politicians have been permitted to drag the 
Moonev case into this campaign and that the Gov­ 
ernor is being assailed for doing what other Gov­ 
ernors have done in similar cases. 
‘‘President Wilson, at the request of the public 
and foreign nations, has interested himself in tile 
Moonev case and has asked Governor Stephens to 
take certain action.

In writing for in­ 
formation as to how things are mov­ 
ing at home, he says. "W e have only 
got to get along for a short period 
i now, and we will all be back together 
( again and things will he better.” 
In a letter to his mother, he gives 
t most interesting description of the 
people

conditions 
over 
there. 
Here is what he has to say; 
Sunday, July 28, 1918. 
Dear Mother and All.— I have been 
trying to realize all morning that we 
are supposed to be in the war zone, 
but it really is impossible. 
All these 
funny surroundings seem to be some 
sort of a fantastic dream qnd one ex­ 
pects to wake up at any moment and 
look out the window and see the or­ 
ange trees and feel the .sunshine at 
home again. 
Only the windows are 
fearfully small and about the time you 
roll over you catch a good smell of 
the numerous manure heaps and you 
quickly find out you are not in Amer­ 
ica at least. 
W e were talking about 
it last night here in the orderly room 
how strange it all seems. 
The first 
sergeant, the company clerk and my­ 
self. 
Our orderly room is the front 
room of an old, deserted house and 
the roof looks like it might fall in 
at anv time. 
The shingles are pieces 
of slate, great slabs, and they are laid 
about four deep. 
Windows are small 
and there is no ventilation. 
The floor

We 
have two small tables and a couple of 
chairs.

Also, I know that in Orange County we have quite a large pop­ 


ulation of peon laborers, an element which causes a large part 


of the Sheriff’s work and expense in this County, and which the 


other counties mentioned do not have to contend with. 


Logan Jackson also alleges in his advertisements that the expenses of the Sheriff's office during the past 
year w as about $1500.00 more than the preceeding year, and in another paragraph of his advertisement he 
shows that deputy hire in this County was increased some $2000.00 during the past year. 
Unwittingly he 
thus explains the increase of expense and shows that the actual expense outside of salaries was less than 
the preceeding year. 
The last Legislature did furnish the office with a much needed additional deputy and 
m ade som e slight increase in the salaries of deputies in this county. 
These changes were not made by me, 
but were entirely fair and just, and the salaries of deputies in this county is still about 25 per cent less 
than it is in other counties of the State of about the sire of Orange County. 
In fact, during my term I have 
lost two good deputies by reason of their being able to get better pay in their line of work elsewhere than 
this county paid them. 


Logan Jackson also published some figures as to cost of automobile hire. 
I presume he expected the 
inference 
to be drawn 
that there 
has been unnecessary expense in that line, 
lf it was 
his 
intention 
to 
make such an allegation, I can simply answer that it is untrue. 
During the past year the 
Supervisors 
furnished the Sheriff’s office with an additional automobile, which was much needed, otherwise they cer­ 
tainly would not have furnished it. 
Before we had that car to work with, it was occasionally necessary to 
hire an automobile. 
Since we have had sufficient cars to work with, there has been no automobile hire, and 
Mr. Logan Jackson may rest assured that there has been no hiring of automobiles during my term of office 
that was not actually necessary.

Houses Surround Church 


All FYeneh towns seem to be the j 
same. The houses are old and tumbled , 
downy, built mostly out of stone, hard- j 
Iv any windows and the doors are 
massive and heavy, with keys that 
take a full-grown man to carry. Roofs 
are slabs of slate or red tiling. 
Out­ 
side of that, unsanitary describes them 
best. All the houses usually surround 
the 
church, 
which 
is 
the 
biggest 
building in town. 
Back of the church 
is the cemetery, which is about as 
old and unkept a place as you can 
imagine. 
The streets start anywhere 
and run anywhere, usually in the gen­ 
eral direction of the church, but never 
go in a straight line or on the level 
for any distance. 
The streets are all 
cobble stones, and large ones at that. 
Outside of the town are the fields, 
and ifs mostly grain, wheat and oats 
especially. 
The people are way be­ 
hind the time in farming, but they get 
heavy crops. 
They ought to; there is 
enough fertilizer around. 
They still 
use scythes and cradle the grain, and 
it rather hurts to see an old woman 
swinging a heavy cradle cutting the 
grain with nothing to look forward to 
but to do that day after day and no 
relief in sight. 
There are a few men 
but they are all soldiers on furlough 
to help harvest the crops. 
They don’t 
know what a mower or a binder is. 
There are no men not in uniform; 
just old men and young boys left. The 
people seem to be stunned and help­ 
less and have accepted their lot, and 
I guess they can do no less. 
But 
they sure w ill do everything for an 
American soldier, and tile kids look 
on him as a kind of a god. 


Food Conditions 


Food conditions are hard to realize. 
Everything Is gotten by ticket, and 
their bread book or Hour book is the 
most precious thing in the world. The 
most used word is “ finis” and you can 
guess the translation. 
Everything is 
finis except the war. 
Bread cannot 
be bought, potatoes are also on allot­ 
ment. 
Sardines, the same small can 
that sells there for ten Cents costs 
eighty here, and those small boxes of 
crackers, the two for fifteen size, sell 
for thr“ e francs or about fifty cents. 
A franc costs about seventeen and 
one-half cents American, and they use 
no smaller piece of money. 
They 
have a ten centime silver piece which 
is equal to a nickel, but one alone 
wouldn’t buy anything. 
There is no 
such thing as luxuries, and it’s next 
to impossible to get things like toilet 
articles, tobacco, ink, pencils or the 
thousand and one little things we 
have been used to and thought nothing 
of, and when you are forced to con­ 
dense life to eating the least possible 
and wearing the same, you begin to 
realize how cramped things are. You 
can't even have a bath; there are no 
bath tubs in France and a shower is 
unheard of. 
Thank heavens there are 
plenty of streams, and we go back to 
nature and enjoy ourselves even if 
we don’t have soap. 


Near Pershing's Headquarters 


W e are not far rrom 
Perstilng’s 
headquarters and I may go there to­ 
morrow or in a day or so, the cap­ 
tain said last night. 
Just why, I do 
not know, but I expect it's some com­ 
pany business and I wouldn't he gone 
more than one day. 
Most of these 
villages are not situated on railroads 
and transportation is mostly walk or 
motor trucks. 
French carts would 
never get you anywhere, and com­ 
munication is very difficult. 
American 
troops are everywhere, every train is 
loaded with them, going and coming, 
every village is crowded and you al­ 
ready know from the papers that there 
are others besides the French who 
know they are here. 
Madame, next door, has two broth 
ers who have been taken prisoners bf 
the 
enemy, and she just received 
word day before yesterday that one 
of her friends in the service had been 
slightly wounded. 
By the way, you 
ought to see the work she does. 
She 
makes the most beautiful white kid 
gloves in the dirtiest room I ever 
saw. 
They are all made by hand, 
sewn on a funny old machine. A large 
firm in the big city sends her the 
skins and she cuts them and makes 
the gloves. 
They are the kind that 
would sell over there for about five 
to ten dollars. 
She makes about ten 
pairs a day by working about twelve 
to fifteen hours, and earns two francs 
or about thirty-five cents. 
It’s pitiful. 
I’ve tried to buy a pair, but she isn't 
allowed to sell any. 
Her neighbor 
next door has seven sons in the army, 
and the father is pretty old to do all 
the work. 
But they get along some­ 
how and I rather think that most of us 
will be easily satisfied when we get 
home after seeing what the people 
have gone through here. 
Most of the 
fellows are down to brass tacks for 
the first time in their lives and seem 
to think conditions pretty terrible, but 
one doesn’t have to think about such 
things and you can forget them easily 
even if they are beside you always. 
It's been raining, but not very hard. 
It’s not cold at all, but I expected to 
see more sunshine here. 
It seems to 
be a parallel with Camp Lewis, kind 
of misty most of the time, but not 
exactly disagreeable. 
I hope everything is all right with 
you there and that you will be able 
to write once in a while as it will help 
a lot to get a letter from home once 
in a while. 
I have received no mall 
since about three days before we left 
America, and that seems ages. 
Sure 
ly we ought to get some within the 
next two or three weeks, as we are 
somewhat settled and will be in this 
sector for some time. 
How are George and Bronson get­ 
ting along, and is Will getting any 
help with the ranch? I know you will 
let me know just how things are; not 
that I could help any just now, but 
we have only got to get along for a 
short period now and we will all be 
back together again and things will 
he better.

agine. Anyway, when they came over 
the top the 
Americans and French 
gave them all that was coming to 
them. 
„ “ Then north of here our troop hit 
Their line and went through them. By 
reports that came in this morning

guess they are on the run yet. 
“We are back now resting up, and J 
believe me we sure needed it. 
I only 
slept six hours 
in 
four 
days 
and 
nights. 
“The night we were called out we 
didn’t w ant to take our belongings. We 
just took a blanket, 
reserve 
rations, 
and the clothes on our backs. 
The 
Germans shelled our barracks all that 
night and in the 
morning 
about 
7 
o’clock the barracks I was in caught 
fire and burned up. 
We were just a 
little way off and could see it all. Most 
of the boys lost everything they had, 
but I had packed part of my pack the 
night before, so I saved my diary and 
sweater. I wouldn’t take anything for 
my diary. 
“ We have been equipped since we 
are back 
and 
longing 
for 
another 
chance at them. 
“The other morning just after we ar­ 
rived here I saw a fine air battle, right 
over us. 
The German was wounded 
and fell. 
I will enclose a small piece 
of linen off the wing of his plane. 
“When the battle was on we could 
see from forty to sixty aeroplanes in 
the air all of tile time. 
“ Don’t worry about me. 
I am all 
right and feeling line. 
The soldiers 
all say that it is either “ Hell, Heaven, 
or Hoboken, before Christmas.”

Transformation In Matabele- 
land Told; Adventist Camp 
Meeting Comes to End 


The gospel of Jesus Christ has pow­ 
er to tame the wildest savages, 
and 
make of them as true, 
loyal 
Chris­ 
tians as any on the home-land, accord­ 
ing to Elder W. Harry Anderson, an 
American missionary who has spent 
23 years among the wild tribes of in­ 
terior Africa, under the direction of 
the Seventh-Day 
Adventist 
Foreign 
Mission Board, and who spoke at the 
Adventist camp meeting on the Poly­ 
technic high school 
grounds 
Satur­ 
day. 
“Tho wild Matabeles of Africa were 
so fierce and warlike that when Liv­ 
ingstone made his journey into the 
interior he would not 
pass 
through 
country, but took a circuitous route 
around them,” said 
the 
missionary. 
The only means they had of reckon­ 
ing time was by their raids, which 
they made periodically from year to 
year upon neighboring tribes, slaugh­ 
tering the men. aud bringing back the 
women and children as slaves. 
“It was 
among 
these 
Matabeles 
that we established the first Seventh- 
Day Adventist 
mission 
station 
in 
Africa. 
I well remember 
the 
first 
company of natives we ever had to­ 
gether there. 
They were a motely 
crowd of between 300 and 400, gather­ 
ed under a big tree. The only article 
of European dress any of them had 
was a vest, which had been given to 
one of the men by a missionary 
the 
day before. 
There they were, 
with 
skins around their waists, half or two- 
thirds naked, In their raw, heathen, 
savage state. 
We tried to tell them, 
in a simple way, the story of Jesu s 
and His love. 
“After twenty-odd years I was hark 
on that station just before I took the 
steamer for America. What a mighty 
transformation! 
It is no longer dan­ 
gerous to travel 
through 
Matabele- 
land. 
You 
need 
neither 
rifle 
nor 
soldiers for protection 
against 
the 
natives. 
Today it is perfectly safe 
to go through that territory from one 
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end of it to the other, and 
on 
that 
same mission station where that com­ 
pany of savages were gathered in the 
early days is a church building which 
is packed full every week. 
“On that station today forty-one of 
these natives have teen trained for 
service for God, and are pouring out 
their lives to give 
the 
message 
to 
their own people.” 
Elder Anderson said the 
oorpg 
of 
white teachers on the 
mission

This folder is to be distributed to men 
who leave here for army camps, and 
will be distributed also to their rela­ 
tives insofar as possible. 
J. P. Hatzfeld is acting chairman of 
the Home Service Section in the ab­ 
sence of Mrs. J. H. Leebrick, who is 
in the Hast for several weeks. 
The statement not only offers 
its 
services to the men 
in 
the service 
and to their relatives for the doing 
of innumerable things that may 
be 
needed to be done, but it also details 
to the departing men what they’ may 
expect upon arriving at camp in the 
way of opportunities to secure allot­ 
ments, allowances and insurance. 
What Folder Says 
The folder reads as follows; 
To Men Entering the Service of the 
United States as Soldiers or Sail­ 
ors: 
This statement is made to you and 
to your relatives left at home by you, 
with the desire on the part of the 
Red Cross to be of service to you and 
to them. • 
Primarily*, the Home Service Sec­ 
tion is organized throughout the na­ 
tion by the Red Cross to see that the 
relatives who are left behind do not 
suffer by reason of your absence; to 
keep their minds easy; to give finan­ 
cial aid where needed, and to provide 
advice upon anything that may come 
up in which sympathetic consultation 
would be desired. 
The Red Cross is your close friend, 
and It is the close friend of your rela­ 
tives. 
As such, whatever 
communi­ 
cations may come to us by* letter or 
personally will be 
absolutely 
confi­ 
dential. 
The scope of the Home Service Sec­ 
tion, or Civilian Relief, as it is some­ 
times called, is broad. 
So far, it has 
been of the greatest use in securing 
adjustments where allotments and al­ 
lowances have not begun to arrive as 
soon as expected. 
Sometimes, the 
Red Cross has 
provided 
money 
to 
tide over the needy dependent until 
the allotment does 
arrive. 
Always, 
through 
our national 
organization, 
we can find out why the allotments 
have not been coming from Washing­ 
ton, and by securing special attention 
to individual cases, the 
allotments 
soon are started. 
While the Home Service Section in 
Santa Ana has found that most of its 
work has had to do with the adjust­ 
ment of allotments, allowances 
and 
insurance, it stands ready to under­ 
take any service within its scope. 
lf we can be of use to you, write to 
us. 
In your first letter home 
from 
camp, tell your relatives 
here 
that 
the Red Cross stands readv to help 
them out in emergencies. 
If a mem­ 
ber of the family gets out of a job, 
or if unexpected illnesses call for un-1 
usual 
expenditures 
beyond 
their! 
means, let them notify us, 
and 
we 
will be the friend who will stand by 
them. 
IT IS YOUR RIGHT 
It is Your Right, and Our Opportun- j 
ity. You are not to consider the Red 
Cross 
as 
a 
charitable 
institution. 
When you accept the aid of the Red 
Cross, you arc not accepting charity. 
You, aa a soldier or sailor, are en­ 
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titled to that service, just as you are 
entitled to your food, clothing and 
pay. 
It is your duty aa well as your 
privilege to avail yourself of our ser­ 
vice in behalf of your relatives. 
A bulletin issnied by the Pacific Di­ 
vision of the Red Cross explains our 
relationship to you as follows: 
“Before he enlisted the 
husband, 
father or son gave his family many 
things in addition to 
his 
earnings, 
among them experience in spending 
those earnings, protection frdm fraud 
and vice, companionship, comfort 
in 
time of sorrow, help in bringing up 
the children, counsel in planning the 
family's future. 
“The deficiency in the man’s earn­ 
ings can be made good through Gov­ 
ernment machinery, the other items 
must be supplied only by relatives or 
friends or by the Red Cross. 
“Remember that the standards of 
care of soldiers 
themselves 
during 
the present was is very much higher 
than it has ever 
been 
before. 
The 
Red Cross must help to maintain 
an 
equally high standard for the families 
left at home. 
“What are some of the concrete de­ 
tails of this task? 
“I. First and foremost, the services 
that the Government is not equipped 
to render, such as: 
“(a) Safeguarding boy* and girls 
and women from bad working condi­ 
tions. 
“(b) Trying to understand by -pa­ 
tient talks and by seeking advice else­ 
where, the child who is just beginning 
to be wayward and disobedient 
“(cl Furnishing convalescent 
and 
confinement care. 
“(d) Bringing to light and meeting 
other medical needs not 
known 
or 
suspected by. the families concerned. 
“(e) Protecting the 
Inexperienced 
and lonely young wives. 
“(f) Moving families to better quar. 
ters and protecting them 
from 
bad 
housing conditions. 
“ (g) 
Giving 
the 
children 
and 
grown-up folks opportunities for good 
times, not as war families or war chil­ 
dren. but individually and quietly, or 
in their own natural groupings. 
“(h) Fitting people to the right job 
and helping them to stay fitted 
by 
trying to find out 
where 
the 
job 
pinches. 
“(i) Seeing that insurance policies 
don’t lapse. 
If the man has always 
attended to paying the premiums, his 
wife or 
mother 
may 
be 
careless 
about this. 
“ (J) Encouraging 
the people who 
have more money than 
usual—some 
will have—ta spend 
It 
with 
good 
sense and to save some of it, if possi­ 
ble, for the time when service 
pay 
stops. 
“(k) Protecting the recipient of pay 
and allowance checks from unscrupu­ 
lous sales agents and money lenders. 
“ (I) Getting the best legal advice 
for families in the complex problems 
that are sure to arise in war times. 
“2. Looking 
after 
the 
needs 
of 
those legally ineligible to Government 
allowances, 
but 
who, 
nevertheless, 
are morally entitled to support 
and 
care from enlisted men. Those rela­ 
tives not^mentioned in law, al»d oth-l 


I ers who have earned the right to de- 
pend upon the man in service, will 
often need the help of Home Service 
Sections.’’ 
When You Arrive in Camp 
When the recruit 
reaches 
camp, 
the usual procedure is as follows: He 
passes through 
the receiving shed 
where his name, local board, etc., are 
taken and he is examined for contag­ 
ious disease. 
He is then assigned to 
a company in the Depot Brigade and 
sent there. 
Within a day or two he is called up 
to the mustering pfllce for a thorough 
physical examination. At that 
time, 
men physically unfit are discharged 
without more adoo, simply handed 
a 
discharge, paid, and sent home. 
I 
If he passes the physical examina­ 
tion, he is called up the next day* to 
the mustering office and mustered 
j into service. 
At that same time he 
i makes out his application for insur­ 
ance and allotment. If a man refuses 
to apply for insurance, he must sign 
a statement to the effect that it has 
been explained to him and give his 
reason for refusal. 
Nearly IOO 
per 
cent are insured. 
The original application is sent to 
the War Risk Insurance Bureau and 
the duplicate filed with 
the 
man’s 
service record. 
Similar procedure is followed with 
the allotment. 
The Class 
A 
allot­ 
ment (wife, child, or divorced wife 
with alimony) 
is 
compulsory, 
the 
Class B (parent, grandparent, 
step­ 
parent, either of you or your 
wife, 
brother, sister, balf&rother, half-sis­ 
ter, step-brother, step-sister, adopted 
brother, adopted 
sister, 
grandchild, 
children of an enlisted woman) is vol­ 
untary. In the first case, the man al­ 
lots $15 or more and the Government 
chips in Blo for the wife or $10 for 
the child. 
In the second case, to get 
the Government allowance they must 
be dependent upon you, hut they need 
not be dependent to get your allot­ 
ment. 
There is no possibility of a man not 
having a chance to take insurance or 
make allotment. 
In .fact, 
both 
are 
practically forced o 
It has taken considerable time, thus 
far, for allot mentg to reach the al­ 
lotee. owing to the rush of work at 
Washington, but once they get start­ 
ed, they come regularly. 
In applying for adjustments of al­ 
lotments, allowances or insurance, to 
assist the 
officers 
and 
clerks 
in 
charge in taking up your case, it will 
be necessary that you give serial al­ 
lotment numbers. 
So, always 
have 
them in mind. 
Ne man can do his beet, training 
or fighting, unless hia mind la 
fret 
from worry about hia Homa 
folks. 
We went you to go to campi faoling 
that you havt in us the Community 
Friend of your relative*.

know where we are needed unless we
